The  purposes  for  which  said  corporation  is 
formed  are  the  following,  to  wit:  — 

a.  The  collection  and  preservation  of  records,  facts  and  mate- 
rials relating  to  the  history  and  to  the  citizens  of  Windsor. 

b.  The  identification,  preservation  and  marking  of  buildings 
and  locations  of  historic  interest,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owners  thereof. 

c.  The  recording  of  current  history  for  the  benefit  of  future 
generations. 

d.  The  publication  and  sale  of  books,  documents  and  pam- 
phlets relating  to  the  history  or  to  the  citizens  of  Windsor. 

e.  The  preparation  for  the  observance  of  the  Tercentenary 
of  Windsor  in  1933. 

Article  III.  The  said  corporation  is  located  in  the  Town 
of  Windsor,  County  of  Hartford,  and  State  of  Connecticut.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

Article  I 
THE  NAME  AND  OBJECTS 

1.  The  name  of  the  organization  is  The  Windsor  Historical  Society 
of  Windsor,  Connecticut,  Incorporated. 

2.  The  objects  are :  — 

a.  The   collection   and   preservation   of    records,    facts   and   materials 
relating  to  the  history  and  to  the  citizens  of  Windsor. 

b.  The    identification,    preservation    and    marking    of    buildings    and 
locations   of   historic   interest. 

c.  The  recording  of  current  history  for  the  benefit  of  future  genera- 
tions. 

d.  The  publication  of  documents  and  pamphlets  relating  to  Windsor. 

e.  The   preparation    for   the   observance    of     the     Tercentenary     of 
Windsor  in    1933. 

Article  II 
MEMBERSHIP 

1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary,  Active,  Sustaining  and  Life 
members  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

2.  Any  person  who  may  have  rendered  important  service  to  the  Town 
of  Windsor,  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the  cause  of  historic  inquiry, 
or  of  literature  generally  may  be  elected  an  Honorary  member  of  this 
Society. 

3.  Every  application  for  membership  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by 
the  applicant,  supported  by  at  least  one  member  of  this  Society  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  equal  to  one  year's  dues  for  the  class 
of  membership  desired.  All  applications  for  membership  shall  be 
read  at  a  regular  meeting,  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
may  be  balloted  on  at  any  regular  meeting.  Election  shall  be  by  the 
affirmative  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

4.  Annual  dues  will  become  payable  on  September  26.  Active  members 
shall  pay  $2.00;  Sustaining  members,  $5.00.  No  annual  dues  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Secretary,  Treasurer  or  Recorder. 

5.  The  payment  of  annual  dues  shall  constitute  a  condition  of  member- 
ship; by  neglect  to  pay  the  same  for  a  period  of  six  months  after 
September  26,  the  right  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be 
forfeited  until  such  dues  shall   be  paid. 

6.  Upon  continued  non-payment  of  dues  for  one  year  the  delinquent 
names  shall  be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  upon  recom- 
mendation may  be  dropped  from  the  roll. 

7.  Active  or  Sustaining  members  not  in  debt  to  the  Society  may  become 
Life  members  on  payment  of  $20  at  one  time.  Sustaining  members 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  publications  of  the  Society  free  of  charge. 


Article  III 
OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting,_  shall  hold  office  for  one  3-ear  or  until  their  successors  are 
chosen.  There  shall  be  a  President,  Vice  President,  Recorder,  Assist- 
ant Recorder,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee  con- 
sisting of  the  regular  officers  of  the  Society  together  with  two  members 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting.  When  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  during  the  year  the  Executive  Committee  shall  fill  the  unex- 
pired term. 

2.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  Executive  committee  and  ex-Officio  member  of  all 
committees  of  the  Society.  The  Vice  President  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence.  The  Recorder  shall  be  cus- 
todian of  all  documents,  books  and  papers  of  the  Society.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  meetings,  a  true  list  of 
members  and  shall  receive  and  answer  communications  of  the  Society. 
The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  record  and  hold  for  the  Society  all 
moneys  from  dues,  donations  or  bequests  and  shall  pay  them  out  again 
at  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  in  general  charge  of  the  Society's  affairs  and  whatever  prop- 
erty it  may  possess  and  shall  administer  the  same  in  a  true  and 
faithful  manner. 

3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Article  IV 

1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  September  26,  the  anniver- 
sary date  of  the  first  settlement  of  Windsor,  except  that  when  the 
anniversary  date  falls  on  Sunday  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
Monday   following. 

2.  The  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  bi-monthly  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  alternate  months,  or  such  other  day  as  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee may  designate,  but  no  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  month 
of  July,  unless  specially  called  as  elsewhere  provided. 

3.  Special  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  direction  of  the  President 
or  upon  the  written  and  signed  application  of  five  active  members 
lodged  with  the  Secretary.  Notice  of  meetings  shall  be  sent  by  mail 
to  each  member  three  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

4.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  V 

AMENDMENTS 

Alterations  to  these  by-laws  submitted  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  mav  be  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  at  the 
next  regular  meeting. 


REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT 

The  end  of  the  second  year  of  our  Society  begins  the  290th 
year  since  Captain  Holmes'  party  saihng  up  the  Connecticut 
in  their  bark  from  Plymouth  landed  here  and  erected  a  house 
near  the  junction  of  the  Farmington  and  Connecticut  Rivers 
and  established  the  first  English  settlement  in  the  Colony,  the 
date  being  September  26th  (O.  S.)    1633. 

In  compliance  with  the  condition  of  the  generous  bequest 
of  $5,000  by  the  late  George  E.  Hoadley,  our  Society  applied 
for  and  received  its  certificate  of  incorporation  from  the  Sec- 
cretary  of  State  on  February  23,  1923,  this  date  being  well 
within  the  time  limit  of  six  months  specified  in  Mr.  Hoadley's 
will.  While  we  have  not  yet  received  the  sum  left  us,  the  es- 
tate not  having  been  fully  settled,  the  assurance  of  such  an 
amount  is  most  promising  for  the  permanent  support  and  prog- 
ress of  our  organization.*  It  is  gratifying  to  report  also 
that  your  President  has  had  other  direct  assurances  of  similar 
gifts  in  the  future  and  these  promises  impress  the  fact  that 
our  Society  should  plan  for  vital  service  in  the  life  of  our 
town,  state  and  country. 

At  this  writing  the  ancient  Barber  house  in  Windsor,  which 
has  been  a  landmark  on  the  main  highway  to  Hartford,  and 
is  one  of  the  very  few  remaining  houses  in  original  condition 
dating  to  the  sixteen  hundreds,  is  on  the  market,  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  keen  regret  that  our  Society  cannot  afford  to  buy 
and  preserve  it.  Recent  years  have  seen  the  destruction  or 
radical  reconstruction  of  too  many  of  these  genuine  colonial 
landmarks. 

The  costs  of  incorporation  and  the  printing  of  our  first  an- 
nual report  were  such  that  it  has  not  seemed  wise  to  expend 
as  much  for  placing  markers  and  purchasing  documents  and 
books  for  our  historical  library  as  in  the  first  year.  Neverthe- 
less, through  many  generous  gifts  and  otherwise,  our  collection" 
has  steadily  grown  and  members  are  reminded  that  our  histor- 
ical and  genealogical  library  is  already  a  substantial  and  val- 
uable one,  which  may  be  consulted  at  any  time  by  members  or 
others  upon  application  to  our  Recorder.  Mr.  Hayes  has  ren- 
dered valuable  service  in  that  capacity  for  two  years  now  and 
it  is  his  constant  interest  to  preserve  safely  in  the  vaults  of 
the  Windsor  Trust  and  Safe  Deposit  Company  and  elsewhere 
the  valuable  relics,  pictures,  paintings,  documents  and  books 
entrusted  to  his  care. 


*  Since   the   above  was  written   The    United    States   Security   Trust   Company    as 
Executor  of  Mr.  Hoadley's  will  has  paid  the  $5,000  to  the  Treasurer  of  our  Society. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  placing  of  markers  may  be  resumed  in 
the  coming  year.  Miss  Frances  Bissell  and  Mrs,  Editha  L.  G. 
Burr  have  been  faithfully  keeping  up  the  day-by-day  news- 
paper clipping  record  of  Windsor  news  which  will  ultimately 
prove  of  inestimable  value. 

We  have  lost,  through  death  and  otherwise,  some  of  our 
valued  members  and  our  number  is  somewhat  less  than  a  year 
ago,  an  experience  usual  to  the  second  year  of  most  organiza- 
tions. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  we  may  es- 
tablish the  nucleus  of  our  fund  for  the  proper  observance  of 

the    THREE    HUNDREDTH    ANNIVERSARY    OF    WINDSOR,    in     1 933, 

and  members  and  friends  are  reminded  of  our  continued  de- 
sire to  receive  and  preserve  any  articles,  pictures,  furnishings, 
documents  or  books,  relating  to  Windsor,  past  or  present.

REPORT  OF  RECORDER 

During  the  second  year  of  our  Society's  existence,  the  gifts 
received,  while  not  as  numerous  as  in  the  initial  year,  have 
been  varied  and  valuable. 

As  is  well  known,  our  most  generous  contributor,  Mr. 
George  E.  Hoadley  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  died  in  his  86th 
year  on  November  22,  1922,  but  shortly  before  his  death  he 
presented  to  the  Society  copies  of  the  "  Hartford  Courant  " 
from  the  second  number  up  to  and  including  the  Civil  War, 
also  "The  Connecticut  Mirror"  for  the  years  1809  to  1815. 
These  are  bound  in  three  volumes.  Mr.  Hoadley  gave  us  also 
files  from  1805  to  18  16  of  "The  American  Mercury,"  a  news- 
paper published  in  Hartford.  A  collection  of  curios  consisting 
of  Indian  arrow  heads,  bullets  and  buttons  were  among  his 
last  gifts  to  our  Society. 

At  thi-s  time  I  wish  to  thank  on  behalf  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Society  all  those  who  have  so  generously  contributed  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  also  to  express  the  hope  that  each  and 
every  member  and  all  others,  who  are  interested  in  the  pre- 
servation of  records,  facts  and  materials  relative  to  Old 
Windsor,   would   try  during   the   coming   year   to    rescue   from 
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the  attic,  cellar  or  elsewhere  some  article  for  our  splendid  col- 
lection so  that  it  may  increase  in  both  volume  and  value.  We 
will  preserve  carefully  for  future  generations  things  that  may 
otherwise  fall  into  unappreciative  hands  and  be  lost. 

It  seems  logical  and  reasonable  to  believe  that  here  in 
Windsor,  which  has  been  aptly  called  the  "  Cradle  of  Connecti- 
cut," there  still  exists  a  wealth  of  material  which  would  be  most 
welcome  and  valuable  to  this  Society.  If  you  are  in  doubt 
whether  that  which  you  have  to  offer  could  be  used,  will  you 
not  give  us  an  opportunity  to  tell  you?

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 


The  Windsor  Historical  Society,  Incorporated,  has  held 
five  regular  meetings  during  its  second  year  and  has  afforded 
to  its  members  and  friends  opportunities  to  hear  excellent  papers 
at  four  of  these  meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  on  Sept.  26,  1922,  Mrs.  Charles 
L.  Taylor  read  an  interesting  paper  on  "  The  Life  and  Inven- 
tions of  Christopher  M.  Spencer,"  her  father,  which  was  sup- 
plemented by  a  talk  by  her  brothers,  Roger  and  Percival 
Spencer. 

On  November  21,  1922,  Mr.  Forrest  Morgan  read  an  au- 
thoritative account  of  "  The  Pilgrims'  Landfall,"  and  Mr. 
David  J.  Ellsworth  gave  reminiscences  of  "  The  Great  Bliz- 
zard of  1888  "  and  "  The  Woolen  Factory  Fire  of  1872." 

The  weather  on  Jan.  17,  1923  was  so  unpleasant  that  but 
few  could  attend  the   very   important  business   meeting  which 
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took  action  on  the  legal  incorporation  of  the  Society,  and  for 
this  reason  Mrs.  Katherine  B.  Drake  consented  to  postpone 
the  presentation  of  her  illustrated  paper  on  "  Old  Homes  and 
the  People  who  Dwelt  in  Them  "  until  the  meeting  on  March 
21,  1923,  when  a  large  audience  thoroughly  appreciated  it. 
Again  on  May  15,  1923,  the  Society  enjoyed  another  illustrated 
paper  by  a  second  Windsor  woman,  Miss  Alice  J.  Kennedy,  on 
"  Vitamines  and  Calories  in  Colonial  Days." 

The  one  excursion  during  the  year  was  to  accept  the  in- 
vitation of  the  State  Librarian,  Geo.  S.  Godard  to  visit  and  in- 
spect the  historical  collections  at  the  State  Library  in  company 
with  the  Winchester  Historical  Society  of  Winsted  and  the 
Simsbury  Historical  Society. 

There  has  been  the  usual  fluctuation  in  the  list  of  active 
members,  and  one  new  life  member,  Mrs.  Clarence  W.  Sey- 
mour and  three  new  honorary  members,  Mrs.  Charlotte  W. 
Crofut,  Elliot  B.  Bronson  and  Arthur  Hastings  Grant  have 
been  added. 

The  two  biggest  events  of  the  year  were  the  announcement 
of  a  bequest  of  $5,000  from  our  deceased  Honorary  Member, 
George  Edward  Hoadley,  and  the  incorporation  of  our  So- 
ciety under  the  General  Statutes.  Though  not  sponsored  by 
this  Society,  many  members  were  actively  interested  in  the  his- 
torical play  "  Master  John  Fitch  of  Windsor  "  written  by  our 
President  and  twice  presented  in  the  auditorium  of  the  John 
Fitch  High  School  by  the  John  Fitch  Dramatic  Club.
